Sports fans, the major league races are 
at the halfway mark. The order of fin- 
ish is shaping up. Here’s hqw the 
experts said they’d wind up before the 
season began. Here’s what sports 
writers from each city said about their 
teams. How does it compare today? 


BOSTON RED SOX JOE McCAfiTHY 

John Drohan of the Boston Traveler picks 
the Red Sox for the pennant. ''They have the 
best balanced infield in the league," he says, 
"and the outfield is tops. The pitching, though 
vulnerable, is adequate, and the catching is 
improved. The? Sox will win the pennant 
going away.” 

CLEVELAND INDIANS LOU BOUDREAU 

Ed McAuley, Cleveland News sports scribe, 
claims the flag for the tribe again. "The pitch- 
ing is better than ever and the catching the 
best in the majors,” says McAuley. "Add to 
this a good outfield and an infield capable 
of as good a year as last and you have another 
flag in Cleveland.” 

PHILADELPHIA ATHLETICS CONNIE MACK 

The Philadelphia Inquirer’s expert. Art Mor- 
row, states that pitching is the key to the A's 
chances. "With seven or eight pitchers who 
can start, strong catching, an infield as smooth 
as in 1948 and a good outfield, all the A's 
need to win is a little more hitting." 

NEW YORK YANKEES CASEY STENGEL 
Baseball writer Dan Daniel of the World- 
Telegram says the Yanks can be the dark 
horse of the race, but admits they’re not 
equal to Cleveland and Boston now. "The 
best pitching staff in the league," he says, 
"but everything depends on Joe DiMaggio’s 
heel." 

DETROIT TIGERS RED ROLFE 

Tiger pitching must make up the lack of 
hitting power, according to Bob Latshaw of 
the Detroit Free Press. Aaron Robinson 
strengthens the catching and rookie Johnny 
Groth should improve the outfield both of- 
fensively and defensively. The infield should 
also be stronger than in '48. 

ST. LOUIS BROWNS ZACK TAYLOR 

L. A. McMaster of the Post-Dispatch thinks 
the Brownies are a ‘'better unit" than last 
year. New jpen are expected to give the pitch- 
ing a lift, the catching is good, the infield 
has added punch at first and double-play 
specialists, and the outfield has been 
strengthened with long ball clouters. 

WASHINGTON SENATORS JOE KUHEL 

Says Washington Post analyst Shirley Povich, 
"The first division is remote for the Nats 
unless hitting improves. The pitching is the 
club's strong point, the catching adequate, 
the infield good defensively, but both infield i 
and outfield need punch. Buddy Lewis’ re* \ 
turn a help." 

CHICAGO WHITE SOX JACK ONSLOW 
"The Sox will need every break to get. out 
of the cellar,” admits the Daily News cor- 
respondent Jack Ryan. "Pitching is the 
trouble spot, and the infield has Luke Appling 
only. Tipton and Weigel give catching prom- 
ise, but the outfield depends on the speed 
of two rookies." 










BROOKLYN DODGERS BURT SHOTTON 

The Brooklyn Eagle baseball man, Harold C. 
Burr, likes the Dodgers' chances. "Barney 
should win 20 on a stronger pitching staff," 
he says, “and eicept for first base the infield 
is set. Catching depends on Edwards' ’arm 
and the outfield may be reversible. But aji 
the Brooks think they'll take the flag." 

BOSTON BRAVES BILLY SOUTHWORTH 

"The team to beat," claims Roger Birtwell of 
the Globe. "The pitching staff is better than 
in '48, Salkeld and Masi are good catchers, 
the infield has power and punch. Only the 
outfield is a problem. Reiser may dick. The 
team has pitching, hitting and speed, and 
Billy Southworth's great managing." 

PITTSBURGH PIRATES BILL MEYER 

Lcs Biederman of the Pittsburgh Press calls 
the Pirates a "dark horse." Pitching 40% 
over last year, catching definitely better. 
Third base is weak, but the keystone combo 
rates, with the best. The outfield can hit. Says 
Biederman, "The Pirates can end up any- 
where from fourth place to first." 

ST. LOUIS CARDINALS EDDIE DYER 

The Post-Dispatch scribe, J. Roy Stockton, 
sums up the Cards as "needing more punch 
but a contender if pitching is good." At this 
point the pitching is uncertain, but the catch- 
ing improved. Barring injuries to the double 
play team the infield is good, but the outfield 
will miss Terry Moore. 

NEW YORK GIANTS LEO DUROCHER 

Daily Mirror writer Ken Smith says that all 
the Giants need is some pitching help for 
Jansen. "Outfield is easily league s best, and 
catching too if Cooper's knee holds up. 
Du rochet still seeks a double-play team, but 
any fair to good pitching combined with 
Giants' power and they hit the jackpot." 

PHILADELPHIA PHILLIES EDDIE SAWYER 

The Phillies are a threat according to Stan 
Baumgartner of the Inquirer. "The pitching 
has great possibilities and the catching is 
improved. A big change for the better in the 
infield and the outfield as good as any in the 
league," claims Baumgartner. "The Phillies 
can finish first or fourth." 

CHICAGO CUBS CHARLIE GRIMM 

Ed Burns of the Tribune says the Cubs' spirit 
is strong and "they can climb from the cellar 
to fifth place.” They have four adequate start- 
ing pitchers. Bob Scheffing is carrying the 
catching load but Roy Smalley is a vastly 
improved shortstop. The outfield shows Pea- 
nuts Lowrey challenging Walker in left. 

CINCINNATI REDS BUCKY WALTERS 

An "if" club, states Tom Swope of the Post, 
"especially Blackwell." The infield packs 
good sock and the outfield has five good men 
on hand. Ray Mueller has recovered from his 
broken leg and is ready to catch again. "The 
Reds may be a surprise in spite of their poor 
ranking," says Swope.
